vides for the expense of such 8 soldier
throagh s rather novel method. He is
allowed in cash the amoant of his wa-
ges, rations, ete., for the period of time
he wouald occupy in walkiog home at
the rate of 25 miles s day. This law
was fiost adopled in 1812 when walk-
ing or horseback-riding was about the
only means of transportation, aund it
has stood until this day with only a
change s Lo the number of miles s sol-
dier Is supposed to walk. Up to 1564 it
was 30 milles, but at that date it was
changed to 25 miles a day.

THE war loan hss been an over
whelming success. The subscriptions
have heen far beyood the calouiations,
being one billion three hundred mili-
Jon dollsrs, .or over six times the gm-
oant ssked for. No such response was
ever known in this country in response
w a Goverument cffer. Assistant Seo-
retary Vanderdlp, who has had charge
of the placiog of the loan, estimates

that si} appilestions for s smaller &m-
aant than five thousand dollsrs will be
alloted in full The subscribers for
smsll amounts will have the prefer
ence, and it will be in fact s popular
loan. The big syndieates which bave
been criticised in conveetion with Gov-
erpment losus, must give place to men
of smaller means. The invitation to
bid stirred the Nation profoundly, and
it is clear that if the smount of the
issue had been many times greater, the
loan would have been easily taken.

GerMany's meddlesomeness in the
Philippines sppenrs to reeeive more si-
tention in Eagland than it does Io this
eotiatry. This |s protably because the
Oid World nations are more seusitive
regarding officious intesference from
the outside than is this country. The
London papersassign a greater import-
ance to tos German warship Irene's
demopstmtion against the Philippine
insurgents and on the side of SBpain
than is to it in this country.
They intinyate that Dewey, jn order to
svert a popular demonsirstion in the
United States against Germany, stu-
diously minimized the importance of
the Irene incident. Possibly they are
correct. There have been many evi-
dences of German jealousy of the Uni-
ted States In the Philippine affair, bot
ss it has not hampered our action in
that qusrier, they bave not sroused
wueh consern here. Dewey has man-
aged matters with rare coomage and
tact, and as be will soon have a good-
sieed armcy st his back, under a dis-
ereet, experienced and capable officer,
Gieneral Merritt, American interests in
the Philippines will continue to be ef-
fectively protected.

Tue Ameriean people can realize
something of the horrors attending the
struggle on the part of the Insurgents
in Cuba by reading that some of Gar-
vin's mwien have actually died from cver-
enting, after food was furnished to them
from Geperal Shafter's supplies. One
of Geperal Castillo’s stafl’ officers is re
ported to have been so nearly famished
thint when he got food he actually ate
it raw, and was discoverad the next
day dead under a tree—tihe result of
gorging himself. Several privates kill-
ed themselves by the same course. A
few days ago it was reported from the
front that American soldiers had some
doubt as to how the Cobans would co-
operate, beenuse they appeared (o be
eating so much that Jocomotion threat-
ened to be difficult. Allowance maust
be made for men who have been bun-
gry Tor three years, and who have been
fighting like goerillas from the bush
with poor armus and almost entirely
unclothed. Such men may not be of a
very high Lype of =oldiers, as compared
with those who are well fed and well
armed, bot it is impossible not to ad-
mire the grit of peaple who have kept
the field and foughit the best they could
for Independence under such sdverse

vonditions,

Currier Pays For the Stamp.

In answer Lo references feom the Com-
missioner of Internal Revenne, all bear-
ing upon the gquestion ax o whether the
shipper or the carrier shall pay for and
affix the required revenne stamps 10 bills
of lnding, ote., Assistant Atlorney (Gen-
eral Boyd has held as follows:

“The law makes it the duty of every
raliroad, stewmboat company, carrier, ex-
press company or corporalion, or pérson,
whoss occupation it ls 20 sct as such, to
the shipper, eonsigner or his
agent, or person from whowms suy goods
wre nocepiad for tmosporiation, & bill of
Isding, mmenifest, or some other avidence
of the recelpl of goods recsived for Lrans-
portation, and this bill of Iading, wani-
fesd, or memorandumn, reguires o revenue
stamp of the value of 1 cent affixed to it
nad cancelled. In case of failore to issoe
such Lill of lading the law lmmposes a pen-
alty of §3) upon the carrier found guilty
of sach fuilare, The penslty for fkilure
to s0 mtfix Lhe stamp is not more than
gliv

“The purpose of the law s clear. It
was to tax the earrier and not the ship-
per, aud (heso provisions undoabtadly fix
upon the expross oompanies and olher
carriers the duty of providing, affixiog
and cancelling the stamp, and their failore
to so provide, allix and cancel such stamp
stubjecis them to the penaities provided
by law. It issoggested that some of these
carriers are refusiog to recsive goods for
shipment antil tbe shipper pays the tax.
Whilst it s not our provines to advise as 1o
the recourss which the shipper may bave
in instances of this kind, yet 1 am sure
the laws are ample 1o require public car-
riers and express companies 1o recsive
goods tendered for shipment or suffer
damages fur such refosal.”
